N.G. BILL IS ALSO PASSED 


WHEN the House on May 14 passed the 
bill (S. 2169) it authorized an in- 
crease in the upper grades of the non-com- 
missioned officers of the Regular Army 
which were asked for by the War Depart- 
ment about three years ago. Immediate- 
ly upon the reduction of the strength of 
the Army in June, 1921, it became appar- 
ent that the authorized percentages of non- 
commissioned officers would not bbe suffi- 
cient to carry out the training activities 
of the National Defense act. There was 
as urgent a need for additional non-com- 
missioned officers above the needs of the 
tactical units of the Regular Army as 
there was for commissioned officers. 

Bills containing this needed increase 
have passed the Senate twice. It had also 
been recommended favorably to the House 
by the Military Committee on two occa- 
sions. It will be recalled how, in the clos- 
ing days of the last Congress, former Rep- 
resentative Stacord of Wisconsin, by very 
sharp and questionable parliamentary tac- 
ties, held up the bibll for additional non- 
commissioned officers in the last three days 


or the session. 


STATUS OF THE BILL 


Under hte status of the bill now it will 
for any opposition to de- 
velop that will prevent this provision of 
from becomng a law. The House 
committee amended the bill by adopting 
the percentage recommended by the War 
Department last Congress. The Senate 
passed the bill with the percentages rec- 
ommended by the War Department this 
As the bill passed the Senate it 
provided that the one per cent. of the en- 
usted strength should be in the first grade, 
while the House reduced it to .79 per cent.

ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL GOES 
THROUGH WITHOUT REDUCTION 





ITHOUT any reduction in the ap- 

propriations for the military pur- 
poses below that which was reported to 
the Senate, the Army Appropriation bill 
(H.R. 7877) was adopted by the Senate 
on May 12. The bill was held up by an 
amendment proposed by Senator Pitman 
dealing with the railway rates on ftrans- 
continental lines, but there was no oppo- 
sition to the Army provisions. On the 
floor of the Senate an amendment was pro- 
posed by Chairman Wadsworth and by 
Senator Warren, which placed appropria- 
tions for the National Board for the Pro- 
motion of Rifle Practice on a basis which 
would prevent the raising of a point of 
order when these items come up in the 
House. It will be recalled that Represen- 
tative Johnson of Kentucky raised a pont 
of order which resulted in their being 
stricken out in the House. 

A substitute for the House amendment 
affecting the Noce decision on longevity 
credit for Military Academy service was 
adopted on the floor of the Senate. It 
reads : 

“Provided, that in computing for any 
purpose the length of service of any offi- 
cer of the Army who was appointed to 
the United States Military eadeny ov 
the United States Naval Academy after 
Aug. 24, 1912, the time spent at either 
Academy shall not be counted.” 

A similar provision is in the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill, the language of both 
amendments being the same, excepting 
that one refers to the Naval Academy and 
the other to the Military Academy. 

The Senate adopted the commttee’s 
amendment providing for the discharge of 
enlisted men who enter the Service with- 
out the consent of their parents. 

The amendment provides: 

That hereafter the Secretary of War shall 
discharge from the Army with the form of dis- 
charge certificate and the travel and other allow- 
ances to which his service, after enlistment. 
shall entitle him, any enlisted man under the 
age of twenty-one on the application of either 
of his parents or legal guardian if such enlisted 
man was enlisted without the written consent 
of one of his parents or his legal guardian. 

The Senate proposes the following as a 
solution of the employment of retired offi- 


cers by firms doing business with the 
Federal Government: 

None of the money appropriated in this act 
shall be used to pay any officer on the retired 
list of the Army who for himself engages in the 
selling, contracting for the sale of, negotiating 
for the sale of, or furnishing to the Army or 
the War Department any supplies, materials, 
equipment, lands, buildings, plants, vessels, or 
munitions, or who is employed by any individ- 
ual, partnership, corporation, or association 
regularly or frequently engaged in selling mer- 
chandise or material directly to the War De- 
partment or the Army, if such employment be 
as sales or contract agent for the purpose of 
selling, contracting for the sale of, negotiating 
for the sale of, or furnishing to the Army or the 
War Department any supplies, materials, equip- 
ment, lands, buildings, plants, vessels, or muni- 
tions, 


Without even a record vote, the amount 
under the head of Quartermaster Corps 
was increased from $16,400,000 to $16,- 
700,000. The Senate treated the increase 
in the appropriations for permanent con- 
struction in the same manner. Under the 
head of military posts, it increased the ap- 
propriation from $428.332 to $1,028,332. 
It provided $500,000 for beginning con- 
struction of permanent buildings at Camp 
Lewis and $100,000 for construction of 
permanent buildings at Camp Bragg, N.C. 
The appropriation for the preservation of 
Fort Niagara was increased from $25,000 


to $50,000. For the installation and re- 
placement of electric light and power 
plants at the seacoast fortifications of 


Hawaii, the appropriation is increased 
from $11,000 to $61,000. For the altera- 
tion of mobile artillery. the appropriation 
is increased from $428,000 to $600,000 
The increases for the Military Academy 
were approved by the Senate. They in- 
clude increase from $105,660 to $135,000 
for the service detachment, and from $40,- 
000 to $51,413, Engineer Detachment. 
Increases reported from the committee 
under the Militia Bureau appropriations 
were approved by the Senate. Two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars was added 
to the appropriations for the care of ma- 
terial ‘and animals and equipment, in- 
creasing this item from $2,250,000 to $2,- 
500,000. There was an increase of $15,000 
for the transportation of animals. For 
arms, uniforms and equipment for field

FIVE CHANGES SUGGESTED 


HE Navy Department at the sugges- 

tion of Representative Vinson, ranking 
Democrat of the Naval Affairs Committee, 
sent to the House Committee on May 15, 
a number of amendments to the bill (H.R. 
4444) for the equalization of promotion 
between the staff and the line. The amend- 
ments are designed to meet the objections, 
not only from the committee, but officers 
on duty at the Navy Department to an. 
increase in the number of admirals in the 
stac. With these amendments in it is ex- 
pected that the House Committee will 
shortly report the equalization bill to the 
House. 

The following is the Navy Department 
memorandum on the amendments that wil} 
be proposed by Mr. Vinson: 

Page 2, line 2—Strike out the proviso fol- 
lowing “Provided” and insert in lieu thereof 
the following ‘proviso: “That nothing in this 
act shall be construed as authorizing or per- 
mitting the advancement of any officer of the 
Chaplains’ Corps to a higher rank than _ that 
of captain, or any officer of the Dental Corps 
to a higher rank than that of lieutenant com- 
mander: (commander, and the rank of comman- 
der is hereby established in the grade of dental 
surgeon).” 

Page 2, line 11—After the colon following the 
word “repealed” insert: “Provided further, That 
nothing in this act shall be construed as author- 
izing or permitting in the rank of rear ad- 
miral, exclusive of additional numbers, more 
than six officers of the Medical Corps, three 
officers of the Supply Corps, one officer of the 
Construction Corps, and one officer of the Civil 
Engineer Corps. Staff officers now on the ac- 
tive list whose date of rank as rear admiral 
is prior to July 15, 1917, are hereby desig- 
nated as additional numbers in that rank.” 

Page 14, line 11—Change period to colon and 
add after the word “President’: “Provided, 
That the number to be furnished such board 
by the Secretary of the Navy shall not exceed 
that number of officers which, if advanced to 
the rank of rear admiral in the corps concerned, 
would make the total number of officers on 
the active list in that rank and corps more than 
the maximum number prescribed for said rank 
and corps by Sec. 1 of this act.” 

Page 17, line 17—Strike out the words 
“under Sec. 20 of this act,’’ and insert in liew 
thereof the words “by a Selection Board,” and 
add the following proviso: “Provided, That the 
number to be furnished such board by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy shall not exceed that number 
of officers which, if advanced to the rank of 
rear admiral in the corps concerned, would 
make the total number of officers on the active 
list in that rank and corps more than the maxi- 
mum number prescribed for said rank and corps 
by Sec. 1 of this act.” 

Page 23—Strike out all of Sec. 22 and in- 
sert in lieu thereof the following: ‘That any 
officer of the Navy who is now serving or who 
shall hereafter serve as chief of a bureau in 
the Navy Department, including the Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the Navy, and who is here- 
after placed on the retired list at any time 
after the termination of his appointment to such 
office, shall have on the retired list the rank 
and seventy-five per centum of the pay to which 
he was entitled under such appointment: Pro- 
vided, That such officer was not below the 
rank of captain in the Navy at the time of 
his appointment aforesaid, and served not 
than four years (three years) under said ap- 
pointment.”

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WORLD FLIGHT LEADER 
SAFE AT PORT MOLLER 


Flyer and Aid Reach Haven 
After Harrowing Seven 


Day Struggle 


OTHER PLANES TO GO ON 





AJ. FREDERICK L. MARTIN, A. 

§S., U.S.A., leader of the Air squad- 
ron making an around-the-world flight, 
who had been missing since April 30, ar- 
rived safely at Port Moller, Alaska, 100 
miles west of Chignik, following a seven- 
day “mush” over the Alaskan wastes on 
May 10. Maj. Martin's plane was com- 
pletely wrecked when the fiyer crashed 
against a mountain peak in the fog and 
he was forced to abandon it. 

Maj. Martin, with his mechanic, Staff 
Sergt. Alva I. Harvey, A.S., was forced 
down an hour and a half after leaving 
Chignik for Dutch Harbor. The flyers 
rescued some concentrated rations and 
their records from the débris of the plane, 
which, according to the major’s report, 
was a total wreck. 

Details of the seven-day trip following 
the mishap are scant. According to re- 
port, Maj. Martin and his mechanic fought 
their way to a trapper’s cabin on the 
southern tip of Port Moller Bay, where 
they rested for three days. They arrived 
at Port Moller and flashed the news of 
their safe arrival on Saturday. 

Maj. Martin’s message, cabled via St. 
Paul’s Island, was Wworded as follows: 
“Crashed against mountain in fog on SOth 
at 12.30. Neither of us hurt. Our exist- 
ence due to concentrated food and nerve. 

“Arrived at trapper’s cabin, southmost 
point of Port Moller Bay, morning 7th 


exhausted. Found food, rested three days, 
walked beach. Awaiting instructions. 


“MARTIN,” 
SEARCH ENDED 


The discovery of the missing flyers end 
ed an intensive search which was being 
carried on by all the agencies the Govern- 
ment could command. The U.S. Coast 
Guard cutters Algonquin and Haida 
scoured the waters ef numerous bays and 
inlets between Vort Moller and Chignik 
in the hope of locating the flyers. The S. 
S. Eider, United States Bureau of Fish- 
eries patrol ship, also aided in the search. 

Many dog teams were sent along all 
trails where the missing flyers might have 
descended and some of them are still out. 
as there is no way of recalling the dog 
team parties. 

A reward was offered for the loeation 
of the missing aviators by a prominent 
newspaper syndicate to spur the Aleutian 
Indians into activity. As the flyers prae- 
tically rescued themselves, the posted re- 
ward of $1,000 will not be claimed, it is 
said. 

The three remaining ~lanes are await- 
ing a favorable opportunity to resume their 
flight under acting flight commander ut. 
Lowel! HI. Smith, A.S. 

Maj. Martin has been ordered back to 
Washington to secure another plane and 
rejoin his command at the “furthest con- 
venient point” by flying eastward. He is 
expected to meet the squadron “some- 
where in India.” 

If not held up by adverse weather con- 
ditions the rest of the flyers will make 
the 878 mile jump across Bering Sea to 
Paramashire Island, Japan, as soon as 
practical. 


CONFERENCE OF STATE 
ADJUTANTS GENERAL 


OFFICERS representing the National 

tuard of forty-four states and the 
District of Columbia gathered in Wash- 
ington on May 5 for the opening confer- 
ence of adjutants general which concluded 
May 10. Many matters of importance 
were discussed. These included organiza- 
tion, administration, training, finance, sup- 
ply and planning of that component of the 
Army of the United States. 

The meeting on May 5 was addressed 
by Maj. Gen. George C. Rickards. Chief of 
the Militia Bureau, and by Col. E. J. Wil- 
liams, executive officer of the bureau. who 
spoke on administration. Gen. Rickards 
made the address of welcome to the dele- 





gates. In the afternoon, Mr. Dwight F. 
Davis, the Assistant Secretary of War, 
and Gen. Pershing addressed the confer- 
ence. . Brig. Gen. Hugh A. Drum also 
spoke at length on training and mobiliza- 
tion. The gathering was then divided 
into conference groups for the remainder 
of their stay in Washington, and confer- 
ences were held with the various sections 
of the Militia Bureau at various times. 

On the afternoon of May 7 the visiting 
officers attended a review of troops at 
Fort Myer held in their honor, the review 
being taken by Gen. Rickard. At 8 o'clock 
the officers of the Militia Bureau gave the 
visiting adjutants general a dinner at the 
Army and Navy Club, at whch there were 
also present the following guests: The 
Secretary of War, the Assistant Secretary 
of War, Deputy Chief of Staff, The Adju- 
tant General, the Commandant, War Col- 
lege, and Chief of Militia Bureau. 

On May 7 the officers were all presented 
to the President. An open meeting was 
held on May 10, at which Brig. Gen. 
Frank D. Beary of Pennsylvania and Brig. 
Gen. Clifford Foster of Florida made the 
principal addresses. The rest of the days 
were all devoted to conferences,

ARMY DEFENSE TEST IS 
TO BE HELD ON SEPT.»12 


President Approves of Plans 
to Show Public Need 
of Preparedness 


PROGRAM IS EXTENSIVE

DEMONSTRATION of national 

fense plans, which has been under 
consideration by the War Department, 
has been approved by President Coolidge 
and will be held on Sept. 12, the sixth 
anniversary of the battle of St. Mihiel. 

The object of the demonstration is to 
represent the mobilization requirements 
of our national defense policy, and should 
inform the publie of the plans and meth- 
ods by which American armies will pe 
raised in the event of any national emer- 
gency. The United States has no hostile 
object and the plans merely contemplate 
actual mobilization in our own defense. 
It is vitally necessary for the success of 
those plans that they should be known 
and understood in advanee by our people. 
The “Defense Test” of next September is 
designed to give our people that informa- 
tion. 

The program provides for individual 
and community co-operation and the exer- 
cise of decentralized authority by so many 
elements, national, state, municipal and 
private, that it is desirable to portray the 
functions and missions of each of those 
agencies, civil as well as military. The 
“Defense Test” is designed to make plain 
how the government plans to utilize and 
combine community units and energies so 
as to obtain the maximum orderly results 
in conformity with the thoroughly demo- 
eratie character of our military poliey as 
laid down in the National Defense act of 
1920 for the Regular Army, National 
Guard and Organized Reserves. 

The demonstration will be local in na- 
ture, and will not involve any increased 
expenditures of public funds. So far as 
practicable, arrangements and ceremonies 
will be in accordance with the wishes of 
local civil committees, as the War De- 
partment only desires an opportunity to- 
illustrate in each community the effect of 
its plans for the national defense. Not 
only is public knowledge of the plans es- 
sential to their operation, but every citi- 
zen should know their effect upon his ob- 
ligations. 


GEN. PERSHING’S VIEWS 


Gen. John J. Pershing, in endorsing the 
“Defense Test,” says in part: 

“Our plans are not secret, as the meth- 
ods of organization and the suceess of the 
system require the co-operation of commu- 
nities and the voluntary action of indi- 
viduals. 

“We hope to impress upon each individ- 
ual officer and soldier his particular fune- 
tion if war comes. We have never be- 
fore undertaken such a step in instruc- 
tion. and in the last emergeney we found 
ourselves in a very serious dilemma. Now 
we are trying to educate each individual 
in a practical way, so that when the time 
comes, if it should come. he will not ex- 
pect some one to lead him by the hand 
and point out what he should do, or per- 
haps even do it for him. 

“The idea is to suggest to the officers 
their respective duties and undertake to 
indicate just enough to enable them to 
visualize the problem for themselves. 
When we went into the World War every- 
thing was confusion: nobody appreciated 
the task, and it is little wonder that there 
was so much lost motion, so much back- 
ing and filling. before we really got under 
way. With this in mind, we propose to 
make a beginning now in the hope that 
Wwe may avoid the hopeless confusion of 
past efforts. 

“We have not reached final conclusions 
ourselves as to how some of the ques- 
tions are going to be solved. but we have 
made a start and I believe the results will 
greatly aid us later on. The ‘Test’ will 
certainly have a most beneficial effect on 
national sentiment, through which we hope 
to establish this system as a permanent 
policy. Nobodv is more deeplv interested 
in this than I, because nobody saw the 


picture under the stress of war as J gay 


it. Nobody sat on the lid longer or hard 

than I did under very adverse eleeme 
stances. Only those near me could really 
fully appreciate it.” y

This test, which may be held 
in rough water, is over a five-mile course 
and requires the pilot to taxi over the 
starting line, land, taxi one-half mile be- 
tween two buoys at a speed of over twelve 
miles, take off, land, taxi one-half mile be 
tween a second set of two buoys, then t 
take off, land and taxi over the starting 
line. Thereafter the seaplane must re 
main at anchor for six hours. This pro- 
vision necessitates a fairly seaworthy type 
of racing seaplane, in which speed cannot 
be obtained solely by sacrificing weight or 
strength in the landing structure. Y 
changes in the seaplane, other than shift- 
ing propellers, are allowed between the 
navigability test and the race.

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NOTES FROM THE BATTLE FLEET _ 





HE U.S.S. Omaha has been ordered by 

the Commander-in-Chief, Battle Fleet. 
to represent the Navy at the Memorial

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SPECIAL WASHINGTON SERVICE NEWS LETTER

HE deficiencies in the fleet which are 

shown in the recent report of Adm. R. 
E. Coontz, commander-in-chief of the 
United States Fleet, and those admitted 
by Acting Secretary of the Navy Roose- 
velt are what was concealed by the Bu- 
reau of the Budget. In all this discussion 
it must be borne in mind that the Navy 
Department, through their recommenda- 
tions, not only this session but last ses- 
sion, asked for appropriations which 
would have kept the fleet up to the treaty 
ratio if they had been approved by the 
Budget Bureau and authorized by Con- 
gress. 
~ But when the Navy Department asked 
for appropriations for new construction, 
for the modernization and other improve- 
ments in the fleet the Director of the Bud- 
get refused to approve them. If the Sec- 
retary of the Navy and the officers on duty 
at the Navy Department had not resisted, 
and gone to the President with their pro- 
tests. there would have been even a 
deeper cut in the naval budget. What the 
Director of the Budget agreed to was sent 
to Congress under the head of “Recom- 
mendations by the Navy Department.” 
During the discussion of the Coontz re- 
port in the lobbies of Congress members 
of Congress frequently declared that if 
the fleet is in such a deplorable condition, 
why has not the Navy Department called 
the attention of Congress to it before this 
time? 

Some of the Republican leaders were 
inclined to the belief that the Coontz re- 
port and the discussions of the subject 
were Democratic propaganda. They based 
this on the fact that it was being pub- 
lished so close to the approaching Presi- 
dential elections. As previously stated in 
these columns, immediately upon the pub- 
lication of the Coontz report pressure was 


brought upon the Navy Department to 
repudiate it. 
THE BUDGET REPORT 
The budget report stands officially be- 
fore Congress not only as to the recom- 


mendations of the Navy Department, but 
also shows that the officers of the Navy 
when they appeared before the Appropria- 
tions Committee were not authorized to 
show its deficiencies. If an officer had 
been asked by a mer ber of the committee 
as to whether the different items of the 
budget were adequate, of course the De- 
partment would not have expected him to 
make misstatements. He was simply sent 
there to explain why the budget contains 


items and for what the appropriations 
were to be used. He was not authorized 
to volunteer any information as to what 


Was really needed to maintain the Navy 
at its required strength. 

The publication of the Coontz report 
Was not authorized by the Secretary of 
the Navy. The Secretary stated the morn- 
ing after it appeared in the daily press 
that he had not read it, but admitted that 
everyone in the Department realized that 
Adm. Coontz was telling the truth. Even 
in his reply to a number of articles that 
appeared in the New York Times, Col. 
Roosevelt was inclined, to say the least, 
to be conservative in his statements of the 
deficiencies of the fleet. 

_In conclusion the writer in the New 
ork Times said: 

“It all shapes up this way: We have 
scrapped our ships. we have our treaty, 


and we have failed to modernize. The 
Navy ratio to-day instead of being 5-53 
Is 5-5-1. and we are the 1.” 


Col. Roosevelt starts out boldly to dis- 
credit this somewhat sensational claim by 


declaring: “This statement is greatly ex- 
aggerated.” To prove that it is exagger~ 
ated he says:

000. Authority for modernization of the 
six coal burning battleships has been re- 
quested of the present Congress. The De- 
partment asked authority of Congress to 
build eight 10,000-ton light cruisers: also 
for funds to build three mine-laying sub- 
marines. 

COL. ROOSEVELT’S DECLARATION 
_ What follows Col. Roosevelt’s declara- 
tion that the 5-5-1 statement is an exag- 
geration does not support his indignant 
denial. Battles on the sea cannot be won 
with “plans” for warships. And the colonel 
must admit that the Navy Department 
has not been very insistent upon its re- 
quest for legislation and appropriations 
to bring up the fleet as recommended in 
the annual report from the Secretary of 
the Navy. The communication of Secre- 
tary Denby asking for the passage of a 
bill (H.R. 8687) authorizing the build- 
ing program specified that no appropria- 
tions for new construction, aside from the 
river gunboats, should be included in the 
naval budget for 1925. It was a case of 
the Director of the Budget not permitting 
the Congress to take any immediate steps 
for carrying out the plans which Col. 
Roosevelt insists should be taken into con- 
sideration in making the estimates for the 
ratio strength of the American Navy. It 
will also be recalled that on account of a 
communication from the British govern- 
ment, the Navy Department refused to 
appropriate $6,500,000 for the elevation of 
the guns of thirteen battleships which was 
authorized at the last session of the Con- 
gress. When the Navy Department an- 
nounced that it would not expend this ap- 
propriation it was insisted by the State 
Department that it was not due to a pro- 
test from the British government. The 
State Department did not classify the 
communication from the British govern- 
ment as a protest. In plain every-day 
English, it was regarded as a vigorous 
protest, but diplomats have a way of say- 
ing that things are not as they seem. 

Further than this, without any vigor- 
ous protests from the Navy Deparment, 
upon the motion of Chairman Madden of 
the House Committee on Appropriations, 
the authority for the expenditure was re- 
voked early in this session. Now, in .a 
bill (H.R. 9018) introduced by Repre- 
sentative Britten, it is proposed to again 
reappropriate $6,500,000 for the eleva- 
tion of the turret guns of the battleships 
Florida, Utah, Arkansas, Wyoming, Penn- 
sylvania, Arizona, Oklahoma, Nevadh, 
New York, Texas, Mississippi, Idaho and 
New Mexico. 

After taking credit for all that is pro- 
posed, some of it at the eleventh hour, 
Col. Roosevelt’s report goes on to say: 

“A fair comparison of the present fight- 
ing strength in ships of Great Britain, 
America and Japan would appear to be 
54-3.” 

But the colonel does not stand unre- 
servedly on this statement, for he con- 
tinues by saying: 

“This ratio does not take into consider- 
ation strategically located and well equip- 
ped naval bases, which add greatly to the 
sea power of the nation, nor does it take 
into consideration the relative strength of 
the various merchant marines.” 

If he does not take into consideration 
all the elements that go to make the power 
of a nation on the sea, it would appear 
that his contention of a 5-4-3 ratio is not 
beyond question It is an admission that 
the Navy is not being maintained at its 
treaty strength, and that there is genuine 
cause for alarm. This may account for 
the anxiety on the part of Secretary 
Hughes for Congress to yield in the Japa- 
nese exclusion matter. Incidentally, the 
report revealed that the Navy is not fully 
informed as to the strength of the Japa- 
nese navy or the plans of the Japanese 
government. In some of the most vital 
features of the controversy ignorance as 
to what Japan is doing in strengthening 
its navy is confessed. For instance, it is 
charged that— 


JAPAN MODERNIZING SHIPS 


“Japan is also blistering her big ships. 
She is to spend fifty million yen for mod- 
ernization of nine ships and much of it is 
to go for this work of blistering. Her 
ships of the Fuso class are to be blistered. 
This means they will have protection 
against torpedo attack; they will ,have so 
much more reserve fuel oil that their 


would 


cruising radius will run up to 23,000 
miley,” 
To this Col. Roosevelt replies: 

_ “It is not definitely known what Japan 
is doing with regard to blistering. It is 
true that Japan intends to spend fifty 
million yen for modernizing ships. But 
nothing is definitely known how this 
money will be spent. Press reports state 
that Japanese ships are to be converted 
to oil burners and given increased deck 
protection.” 

_And_ yet, without a protest from the 
Navy Department, Congress at this session 
repealed the appropriation of $6,500,000 
for the modernization of the American 
fleet. Following in the policy of the Brit- 
ish government, the United States should 
have protested against the Japanese plans 
for the modernization of the fleet across 
the Pacific. Great Britain should have 
joined in this protest. It would appear 
to be as much a violation of the treaty 
for Japan to modernize her fleet as for 
the United States to take the same steps. 





LINE AND STAFF PROMOTION 


ig is becoming fashionable in the House 

Committee on Naval Affairs to ask the 
Navy Department to submit new bills for 
the equalization of promotion between the 
line and the staff. Following in the foot- 
steps of Representative Britten, Repre- 
sentative Vinson, the 1anking Democrat 
on the committee, has asked the Depart- 
ment to submit another bill. Mr. Vin- 
son has taken his inspiration from the 
testimony of Adm. Long, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation. Mr. Vinson’s ill 
eliminate from the department’s 
recommendation retirement for age and 
grade, and limit the number of admirals 
in the Navy to those authorized by the act 
of Aug. 29, 1916. The highest grade in 
the Dental and Chaplain Corps would be 
that of captain. 

It is believed that this will meet with 
the approval of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs and will pass the House. 
The Senate committee is apt to be more 
liberal than the House and the usual com- 
promise in the Senate and House confer- 
ence committee will probably be the legis- 
lation that will finally be enacted into law. 





REVISION OF R.0, REGULATIONS 


N effort is being made to secure the 
approval of the Secretary of War of 
the revision of the Reserve Officers’ Regu- 
lations so that they can be distributed in 
time for the training camps this summer, 
It has been necessary to revise the 
regulations to comply with Section 38 of 
Senate bill 2169, which it is believed will 
become a law before the adjournment of 
Congress. Assurances have been given by 
Chairman Wadsworth of the Senate Com- 
mittee and Acting Chairman McKenzie 
that this bill will be passed by Congress 
and signed by the President in the form 
that is now pending before the Congress. 
With these assurances, the regulations 
have been revised to carry out Section 38. 
This is the provision that carries out the 
single commission idea for the Army of 
the United States. Under it, National 
Guard officers will be authorized to hold 
Reserve commissions as long as they aré 
Federally recognized. 

The regulations will contain three sepa- 
rate parts or grand sections. One sec- 
tion will cover Reserve officers below the 
rank of general officers who are serving in 
the National Guard. The second section 
will cover those who are in the Reserve 
Corps only, and the third section will refer 


to general officers, both in the National 
Guard and in the Reserve alone. 

An attempt was made in framing the 
regulations to establish a more definite 
policy for the examination of officers for 
promotion to the grades of general officers. 
It is understood that a provision will be 
made by which there will be a clearer defi- 
nition of the qualifications of general offi- 
cers in the Reserve Corps so as to deter- 
mine definitely when an officer is entitled 
to promotion. ; 

The provision by which officers are re- 
quired to serve three years in a grade be- 
fore they are eligible for promotion will 
be stricken from the regulations. When 
an officer will be promoted will depend 
primarily on two things: (1) There must 
be a vacancy and (2) he must have a cer- 
tificate of capacicty. 

This certificate of capacity is a new fea- 
ture of the regulations. he regulations 
provide how an officer can secure a_cer- 
tificate of capacity for the next higher 
grade. This depends upon the grade and 
a system of examinations and practical 
tests are provided for in the regulations. 


APPLICANTS FOR C.M.T.C. 


THAt there will be more applicants for 
the C.M.T.C. than can be taken care 
of under the appropriations made by Con- 
gress is now assured. With the campaign 
for recruits not half over 65 per cent. of 
the quota of the entire country has been 
filled. There are now about 26,000 appli- 
cants, according to the reports received 
at the War Department, as compared 
with 12,000 for the same period last year. 

The latest report indicates that the 4th 
Corps Area, extending from the southern 
border of Virginia to the gulf states, is 
leading with applicants of 93.3 per cent. 
of its quota. A close second is the 9th 
Corps Area on the Pacific coast with 92.2 
per cent. ‘of its quota. The first state to 
go over the top was Florida, with West 
Virginia a close second. West Virginia 
from the begnning has been an enthusias- 
tic supporter of C.M.T.C., invariably fill- 
ing her quota without much assistance 
from the War Department or the state 
military authorities. 

Much of the success of recruiting for 
the camps is due to the civil aids to the 
Secretary of War who are stationed in 
the different corps areas. These aids are 
working through the colleges and C.M.T. 
C. in co-operation with the corps area 
commanders. 

B. F. Riley of the University of Florida, 
a civil aid to the Secretary of War, has 
made such a wonderful success, not only 
in his own state but in the 4th Corps 
Area, that he has been asked to invade 
the Middle West as far as Wisconsin. 
his own expensg he has prepared & 
pamphlet which {s attracting attention 
throughout the country. It is regarded 
at the War Department as the most at- 
tractive and ablest presentation of the 
merits of the C.M.T.C. that has appeared 
up to date. Mr. Riley regards the C.M. 
T.C. as an educational institution. ‘He is 
engaged in university extension work and 
is covinced that through no channel can 
he accomplish more than by “selling” the 
military training camp to the boys and 
young men of the country. 

The War Department has also received 
support from other progressive educators 
of the country who have studied the work 
at the military training camps. As one 
professor expressed it “Military trainng 
is only the by-product of these camps. 
They are really making American citizens 
of the highest type.” 

College professors who have observed 
closely the effects of a month’s training at 
the camp declare that students who attend 
them do better work at colleges than those 
who spend heir vacations idly at home.

Yale struggle. 

The Harvard-Princeton match was the 
first of the semi-finals and was postponed 
from May 13 on account of the soggy con- 
dition of the Fort Hamilton field, which 
also caused a delay in the playing of the 
West Point-Yale game. 

The Yale team won the intercollegiate 
title in the tournament last year and lays 
claim to the indoor championship as the 
result of the victory over all the leading 
eastern teams during the past spring. Next 
Friday will see the beginning of a special 
challenge match between the title holders 
and the team representing the R.O.T.C. 
unit of the University of Arizona. 

The western players are coached by Lt. 
Col. Ralph M. Parker, Cav., U.S.A., who 
is responsible for the almost phenomenal 
development of college polo in the Arizona 
institution. The southwestern horsemen 
have not been defeated in more than two 
years, having conquered practically all col- 
legiate opposition in the Southwest, and 
number among their victims some of the 
best Regular Cavalry polo teams in that 
section of the country. 

The Arizona horsemen made the long 
trip to New York on funds provided by 
the citizens of Tucson. Most of them are 
cowboy students and five of them made 
the trip in a single drawing room, the 
sixty coming in a freight car with the 
horses. The courage and determination 
shown by the Arizona team has won con- 
siderable respect and admiration on the 
part of civilian sports writers in the East 
as well as from the Service at large.

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GENERAL PERSHING'S 
RETENTION DISCUSSED 





May Be Placed in Charge of 
Junior Components of 
the Army 


TO STAY ON ACTIVE DUAY 


LTHOUGH neither of the Military 

committees has taken any action on 
the bill for the continuation of Gen. Per- 
shing on the active list, there is a good 
deal of favorable discussion of the sub- 
ject in both committees. The War De- 
partment is not pushing the bill, as it is 
known that this is contrary to the wishes 
of Gen. Pershing. Without consulting 
Gen. Pershing, Secretary Weeks took it 
up with both the committees and submit- 
ted a bill. Since the bill has been intro- 
duced the Secretary has indicated to the 
committee that an amendment of the orig- 
inal bill by which Gen. Pershing would be 
relieved as Chief of Staff would be satis- 
factory to Gen. Pershing. 

Secretary Weeks did not intend to re- 
tain Gen. Pershing as Chief of Staff, but 
prefers to have him relieved of these ad- 
ministrative duties and devote hmself en- 
tirely to develop the junior components of 
the Army of the United States. Under 
this program Gen. Pershing would spend 
a larger part of his time in the field get- 
ting in touch with organizations of the 
National Guard and units of the Organ- 
ized Reserves. 

Even if Gen. Pershing is not kept on 
the active list by an act of Congress, Sec- 
retary of War Weeks has indicated that 
with his consent Gen. Pershing will be 
kept on active duty. The Secretary is 
authorized to keep him on active status, 
and the chief purpose of securing the legis- 
lation is to show that Congress appreci- 
ates the work that Gen. Vershing is do- 
ing in carrying out the new military 
policy. 

Gen. Pershing’s friends in Congress are 
very much encouraged by the manner in 
which the House accepted the Wainwright 
amendment to the bill (S. 2169) amend- 
ing the National Defense act relative to 
the chiefs of branches. Col. Wainwright 
explained to the House that this was the 
only legislation that had been asked by 
Gen. Pershing. Gen. Pershing has ap- 
peared at the Capitol only once during 
the session and in a short hearing urged 
the enactment of this amendment.

service, the appropriation for the National 
Guard was increased from $2,700,000 to 
$3,000,000. 

The same treatment was accorded the 
increases made by the Senate Committee 
for the Organized Reserves. The appre 
priations for the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
for pay and allowances for its members 
on active duty, not exceeding fifteen days, 
was increased from $1,638,600 to $2.457- 
900, and for officers on duty more than 
fifteen days, the allowance was in¢ reased 
from $335,594 to $476,000. The mileage 
allowance for Reserve officers was _ I 
creased from $2,374.660 to $3.334,366. The 
appropriation for headquarters and camps 
of the Organized Reserves was increased 
from $400,000 to $500,000. The appre 
priations for the establishment and mall- 
tenance of divisional and regimental head- 
quarters was increased from $100,000 to 
$150,000.

Gen. Mason M. Patrick, and in turn the 
General spoke briefly of the aims of the Army 
and Navy Air Service Association and spe- 
cifically what will be accomplished during the 
present year. 

The General said: ‘‘At our March meeting 
it was tentatively decided that the annual 
meeting and banquet of the Association should 
be held at a time when the greatest number 
of members could be present, and it seemed 
that during the Pulitzer races, at whatever 
locality they may be held, would appear to 
be a logical time inasmuch as practically 
everyone in America. at all interested itn 
aeronautics, makes an effort to be present 
then.’’

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TAKE THE NAVY OUT OF POLITICS 


HE vicious point of view which too 

often governs with respect to questions 
of national defense in this country is well 
illustrated by the fact that the report of 
Adm. Coontz, the commander-in-chief of 
the U.S. Fleet, upon the condition of that 
fleet should be mistaken in some quarters 
for partisan pol&ical propaganda of the 
same kind as that of the many recent Con- 
gressional investigations with no ‘other 
object in view than the discrediting of the 
party in power. 

National defense vitally affects the 
whole country. It should be too big a 
question to be mixed up in partisan poli- 
tics. When the day comes that one party 
ean be credited with being for and the 
other with being opposed it will be the be- 
ginning of the end of our power. 


The Regular Army and Navy, like 
every other human institution, are sub- 
ject to justifiable criticism. Throughout 


their history, however, they have always 
stood, regardless of political questions, 
unitedly for the central government and 
absolutely free from polities in the major 
question of national defense. 

The sooner the politicians, the press of 
the country, and the country as a whole 
realizes that the report of Adm. Coontz 
has nothing in any way whatsoever to do 
with politics and is based on facts abso- 
lutely established by the recent maneuvers, 
from the point of view of the battle effi- 
ciency of the United States Fleet, the 
sooner the truth will be arrived at and 
the more secure the future of the country. 

The sole object of a navy is to be able 
to decisively defeat any navy which any 
possible opponent or group of opponents 
may bring against us. Inability to inflict 
such defeat means the landing of foreign 
expeditions on our soil, the capture or de- 
struction, and possibly both, of our prin- 
cipal sea ports, the seizure of the Panama 
Canal, the Hawaiian Islands and Alaska, 


and the denial of the overseas routes to 
our commerce. 

Whatever may be the hopes for the fu- 
ture with respect to international agree- 
ments which will operate in fact, and not 
merely on paper, to eliminate warfare no 
thinking individual willing to accept 
Grover Cleveland’s statement that “we 
are confronted with a condition and not 
with a theery” can escape the conclusion 
that the general tendencies of the world 
to-day are more towards war than peace. 
In other words, whatever promises the dis- 
tant future may hold out to the enthusi- 
astic and optmistic, the hard cold fact re- 
mains that under existing world conditions 
the nation which values its existence must 
be prepared to defend it by force of arms. 

There is nothing in our past history to 
contravene this point of view; there is 
everythng to support it. In our brief his- 
tory we have been at war with every large 
European nation with a seacoast on the 
western ocean, in that we have fought 
England twice, Germany, France and 
Spain each once. Since the Russo-Japa- 
nese War we have had a succession of 
crises more or less acute with Japan, who, 
since the Washington Conference, has be- 
come the master of the western Pacific. 

The question before Congress, the pres- 
ent Administration, the press of the coun- 
try and our people at large has nothing 
to do with politics. It is a very simple 
one and easily answered. Is our Navy in 
shape to fulfil the sole mission compatible 
with its existence, and if it is not, what 
should be done to put it in shape to fulfil 
that mission? If it is not, the responsi- 
bility for its present inadequacy is entirely 
subordinate to the responsibility for the 
immediate placing of the fleet in the 
proper state of battle efficiency. 

Party loyalty must be subordinate to 
loyalty to the nation. Haggling about de- 
tails, whether intentionally done to ob- 
scure the real issue, or done through in- 
ability to see the larger issue, must not be 
tolerated. 

The Navy Department’s answer to Mr. 
Shearer’s article setting forth the weak- 
ness of our fleet while a partial admission 
of the fact that the 5-53 ratio has not 
been maintained engages in quibbling 
when attempting to prove Mr. Shearer's 
statements largely erroneous, while at the 
same time admitting that their approxi- 
mate ratio of 5-4-3 does not take into 
consideration strategically located and 
well equipped naval bases nor the rela- 
tive strength of the various merchant ma- 
rines. The only way to compare fleets is 
their relative strength as they could be 
opposed to each other in combat in the 
theaters of war, which conflict with each 
possible naval antagonist will compel ac- 
tion. Combat admits of no exceptions to 
the general rule of the maximum force 
exerted at the proper time in the locality 
in which strategy has compelled action. 

The question as to whether or not the 
Washington Arms Conference accom- 
plished any political or sentimental pur- 
pose is entirely aside from the fact that it 
resulted in our fleet oeing brought down 
from a position of superiority to that of 
Great Britain’s and of twice the battle 
strength of that of Japan’s to a relative 
strength of 5-5-3, but only applying to 
capital ships, in which we were decidedly 
the strongest, and not operating with re- 
spect to other types and auxiliaries in 
which we were relatively weaker. In 
other words, when it came to the classes 
outside of capital ships our position was 
less than the proportion established by this 
ratio. 

Unfortunately, in spite of this decided 
weakening of our naval strength, the fleet 
has been allowed to deteriorate well be- 
low this ratio. 

Failure in maintenance, failure in new 
construction, and failure to modernize are 





the causes. The necessity to economize in 
government expenditures, without ade- 
quate understanding on the part of Con- 
gress as to the damage being done to the 
Navy, and weak-kneed yielding to adroitly 
disseminated foreign propaganda as to 
what we were honorably entitled to do 
under the treaties emanating from the 
Washington Arms Conference are the rea- 
sons. 

That economy, and rigid economy, must 
be had in government expenditures is so 
obvious as to be axiomatic. That the re- 
cently installed budget system operates to 
establish a sane control of government ex- 
penditures, and hence for economy, is ob- 
vious. However, in the operation of the 
system there has been a failure on the 
part of the executive brancn of the gov- 
ernment to make it clear to Congress when 
the recommendation for expenditures were 
submitted that such recommendations were 
merely what the various executive depart- 
ments proposed to do with the sums al- 
lotted to them under the budget, and not 
at all what these same departments con- 
sidered should be done. 

In other words, in considering the ap- 
propriations to be made for the Navy De- 
partment, for example, Congress , should 
have before it a complete plan as to what 
is absolutely necessary to put the Navy 
on an efficient basis, so that it could thor- 
oughly understand that any sum appro- 
priated of a lesser amount than was neces- 
sary to do this was done solely in the in- 
terest of the most rigid economy and at a 
sacrifice, perhaps necessary for the mo- 
ment, to naval efficiency. 

The fact that the legislative braneh of 
the government did not fully understand 
all of the circumstances will not excuse 
it from accepting its share along with the 
executive branch of the responsibility for 
the present stage of inadequacy of our 
Navy from the point of view of combat, 
the only point of view from which an 
armed force should be considered. 

The present condition of our Navy is 
no secret to foreign powers. They are 
not fooling themselves with respect to our 
weakness or their strength. There is no 
excuse to try to fool our people. For 
every vote gained from a pacifist ten votes 
will be lost from the men and women, of 
whom the country is full, who are honest 
and courageous enough to face the truth. 
Congress and the administration should 
act and act vigorously now.

REBUKING CHURCH PACIFISM 


To THE EpITor: 

(The following is a reply by Chaplain 
Donald H. Gerrish, of Lawrence, Mass., 
(O.R.C.), to the action by the New Eng- 
land Conference of his church (Method- 
ist) recently in resolving to take no action 
in support of any war, ete. Chaplain Ger- 
rish attempted to have a Boston paper 
publish this remonstrance, but the paper 
declined his letter. It was later published 
in the church paper, Zion’s Herald. The 
chaplain is a very active Reserve officer, 
and is doing a great deal to further na- 
tional defense. He is a member of the 
Massachusetts Chapter of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association.) 


HE action of the New England Con- 

ference in relation to the so-called 
“war” memorial to the General Conference 
was inconceivable, and the spirit displayed 
toward those who ventured to differ was 
worse yet, What futility. what folly, 
finds expression in the words, “We as a 
church will not bless or sanction war at 
the command of the state.” 


We still live under a_ representative 
form of government. The “state” is not 
some iniquitous thing apart from the 


masses of the people, but the people them- 
selves identified with the Christian Church 
in very large numbers. In the final 


analysis, this particular drive aims at the 
paralysis of the national defense, and is 
nothing short of a traitor’s and a slacker’s 
notice upon the nation and the flag. 


The 


brief comment in the report bearing upon 
this item of conference business said: “ft 
was voted to withdraw the sanction of 
the Church in the event of a future way” 

The profession of a super-patriotism is 
a vain thing, but a citizen’s loyalty to his 
flag and his country is a very precious 
thing. I could not hold membership over. 
night in a body capable of making such a 
pronouncement, and if the General (Cop. 
ference should adopt such an attitude I 
would resign from both the membership 
and the ministry of the Methodist Episeo- 
pal Church. 

The General Conference has a clear duty 
to perform in relation to international 
good-will, and the establishment of justice 
security, and peace throughout the world 
Again, in the words of Lincoln, it is q 
solemn duty “to do all that may achieye 
a just and lasting peace among ourselves. 
and with all nations.” In the perform. 
ance of that duty it will not be necessary 
to catalog the national defense as a na- 
tional sin!

whose prospective promotion to the 
grade of brigadier general has been an- 
nounced, has been a member of the Ma- 
rine Corps for more than thirty years.

War served as a temporary brigadier gen- 
eral, died at New York city in the Neuro- 
logical Hospital May 14, 1924, of a para- 
lytic stroke, following a series of compli- 
cations. He leaves a widow, who at the 
time of his death was enroute from France 
to New York, and two brothers, Robert 
M. Barker, of Syracuse, N.Y., and Fred- 
erick W. Barker, jr., of Morristown, N.J. 
Col. Barker was born in New York Dec. 
25, 1872, and was graduated from the U.S. 
M.A., in the class of 1894, and was as- 
signed to the Infantry. Among other du- 
ties he served with his regiment, the 3d 
Infantry in the Santiago campaign, battle 
of El Caney, and siege of Santiago, 1898, 
and was taken seriously ill with yellow 
fever. He served in Philippine cam- 
paigns, where he was severely wounded. 
In the spring of 1914 Col. Barker was 
in France studying French infantry tac- 
tics and in the fall of that year President 
Wilson appointed him an observer with 
the French army. On our entrance into 
the World War he was placed on Gen. 
Pershing’s staff and performed valuable 
work in translating French military text- 


books. He took command of the 165th In- 
fantry, the old 69th, in February, 1918, 
succeeding Col. C. D. Hine and _ re- 
mained with the regiment through the 
battles of Luneville and Bacearat. He 


was appointed a temporary brigadier gen- 
eral in October, 1918, and transferred to 
staff duty at Washington headquarters. 
He received the Croix de Guerre and the 
rank of officer in the Legion of Honor. 
and was cited for gallantry in Cuba and 
the Philippines. Col. Barker was retired 
from active service June 28, 1920, at his 
own request. He was a graduate of the 
Army Staff College, and honor graduate 
of the Army School of the Line, and 
served on the General Staff and in the 
Signal Corps.

PAY AND ALLOWANCES FOR R.0. 
CIRCULAR 31, MAY 6, 1924, W.D. 

I—Relates to former units of the Air Ser- 
vice reconstituted and consolidated with pres- 
ent units for historical purposes. 

II—Pay and Allowances of Reserve Officers. 
—Cir. 43, W.D., 1923, is rescinded and new 
instructions are ‘substituted therefor. The fol- 
lowing are extracts from the new instructions: 


1. A Reserve officer vhen on active duty 
shall receive the pay and allowances pre- 
scribed by the act of June 10, 1922 (Bul. 9, 
W.D., 1922), and mileage to his first station 
from’ the place of receipt by him of his order 
from his last station to his home. 

2. When Reserve officers are authorized by 
law to receive Federal pay, those serving in 
grades corresponding to colonel, lieutenant 
colonel, major, captain, first lieutenant and 
second lieutenant shall receive the pay of 
the sixth, fifth, fourth, third, second and first 
pay periods, respectively. 

3. In computing the increase of pay for 
each period of three years’ service Reserve 
officers shall be credited with full time for 
all periods during which they have held com- 
missions as officers of any of the Services 
mentioned in the title of the act of June 10, 
1922, or in the Organized Militia prior to 
July 1, 1916, or in the National Guard, or in 
the Naval Militia, or in the Naval Reserve 
forces or Marine Corps Reserve forces when 
confirmed in grade and qualified for all gen- 
eral service with full time for all periods dur- 
ing which they have performed active duty 
under Reserve commissions, and with one-half 
time for all other periods during which they 
have held Reserve commissions. 

4. When claim is made for longevity in- 
crease of pay for any service not shown in 
the current issue of the Official Army Regis- 
ter, competent certificate as to such service 
will be submitted with the voucher on which 
such pay is claimed. These certificates will 
be secured from the heads of the Services in 
which the officer may have held commissions. 

5. Pay status begins on the date that the 
officer officially complies with the order call- 
ing him to active duty and ends when he is 

solleved from active duty. 

6. In calculating the pay of a Reserve offi- 
cer who shall become entitled for a continu- 
ous period of less than one month to Federal 
pay at the rates fixed for the Regular Army, 
the 3lst day of a calendar month shall not 
be excluded from the computation. 

7. Reserve officers will be entitled, in ad- 
dition to the base pay, to subsistence allow- 
ances as follows: Each officer receiving the 
base pay of the first period, one subsistence 
allowance; each officer receiving the base pay 
of the second, third or sixth period, two sub- 
sistance allowances; and each officer receiv- 
ing the base pay of the fourth or fifth period, 
three subsistence allowances; provided that 
an officer with no dependents shall receive 
one subsistence allowance only. 

8. Under no condition is a Reserve officer 
entitled to rental allowance if furnished per- 
sonal shelter or quarters, even though no 
quarters are furnished for his dependents and 
none are available. (Review 6082, Comp. 
Gen., March 22, 1924.) 

9. Under the conditions governing payment 
of rental allowance to officers of the Regular 
Army, Reserve officers will be entitled to such 
allowances for rooms as follows: Each officer 
receiving the base pay of the first period, 
two rooms; each officer receiving the base 
pay of the second period, three rooms; each 
officer receiving the base pay of the third pe- 
riod, four rooms; each officer receiving the 
base pay of the fourth period, five rooms; 
and each officer receiving the base pay of the 
fifth or sixth period, six rooms.

The Cadet Cruise

The market for public utility securities of 
an investment grade has given an exceptionally 
good account of itself for a year or more, better, 
in fact, than in any other group outside of 
certain classes of bonds. Since the first of the 
year issues in the speculative group have re- 
sponded to the improved earning power and 
have moved forward very rapidly. The public 
apparently has not realized fully until recently 
in just how substantial a position the public 
utility industry finds itself. The upward trend 
in market prices shows no signs of culmination. 

The utilities, generally speaking, are in too 
strong a financial position and have too good 
an outlook to warrant profit taking or readjust- 
ment for investment purposes at present levels, 
The advance so far is more or less a reflec- 
tion solely of better earnings. The market has 
taken no account of the enormous increase in 
the equities of the leading companies. Real 
estate values particularly have enhanced since 
1920, and, of course, greater earning power 
means a gfeater property value. The public 
utility companies have been slow to write up 
their property accounts, and the public scarcely 
realizes the extent to which the actual value 
exceeds the book value in many cases. An ex- 
ample is found in the sale a short time ago 
by a prominent holding company of a New Jer- 
sey property at a profit of some $3,000,000. 

There is one division in the public utility 
group that has not responded as rapidly as 
conditions warrant, and that is among those 
companies which bear the words “traction” or 
“railway” in their title. The tractions and 
railways have had lean times for so long that 
the public have learned to ight shy of them and 
have overlooked the fact that a turn for the 
better has takefi place. It is only a question 
of time until the tractions regain the confidence 
of security buyers, and the markets reflect this. 

In the suggestions made below care has been 
taken- to include several companies operating 
street railways as a part of their functions in 
the belief that the investor can procure a higher 
rate of return than would be possible in securi- 
ties of an equal grade, but not subject to the 
prejudice which is felt toward companies of 
this type. All of the stocks listed show an 
unusually high yield and may be purchased with 
confidence for ordinary investment purposes.

A Naval Reserve officer is entitled to ar 


tive duty pay for the period of his retention 
on duty beyond the time specified in the or 
ders, where it appears that such retention 
was because of Governmental necessity ani 
not for his own convenience. (Abernathy’s 
case, March 24, 1924.) 

There is no authority of law for the reim 
bursement of expenses incurred by an en 
listed man on account of sickness while on 
leave of absence or furlough, such payments 
being specifically prohibited under the law 
unless and until the enlisted man is again 
brought under military control. (Tyree’s 
case, Apri] 12, 1924,) ‘ 

Where a chief carpenter’s mate served out 
the enlistment in which he was serving when 
transferred to the Fleet Naval Reserve, he 
is entitled thereafter while on active duty 
to the increase of pay for continuous service 
and of pay under G.O. No. 34, as thougl 
he had been transferred on expiration of en 
listment, or had been discharged on expiration 
of enlistment and immediately enrolled. He 


is not, however, entitled to honorable dis 
charge gratuity. (Emm’s case, April 16 
1924.) 


In submitting to the Comptroller the payrol 
of a National Guard organization the office of 
the Finance Officer of the Army requested a de 
cision on the following questions: 

1. In view of the fact that the organization 
heid only thirty-three drills during the calendar 
year 1923, and that the strength of the organi: 
zation has been below the minimum required 
for Federal recognition for six months, from 


July 1 to Dec. 31, 1923, is the 1st lieutenant 
entitled to pay for commanding for the month 
of October, 1923? 

2. Are the enlisted men shown on tlhe roll a 
titled to pay? 

3. The captain has not yet been Federall 
recognized. Is he competent to sign the pay 
roll certificate ? 

Held: 

(a) A Ist lieutenant of the National Guard 
in command of a company of Infantry to whith 


he belongs is entitled to the additional pay % 
$240 per annum authorized by the act, pr 
vided he faithfully performs the administrative 
duties of his command, and his right to the ad 
ditional pay is not dependent upon the strength 
of the organization, and the number of drilk

THE MANCHU SECTION 


The Manchu section of the bill also 
took up considerable time without any 
rery important amendments. An amend- 
ment proposed by Representative Hull of 
Iowa extended the exemption from the 
Manchu Jaw that was carried in the 
House bill for the Medical officers to the 
Ordnance and Chemical Warfare officers. 
Representative Begg also. secured an 
amendment by which an officer was not 
authorized to serve in Washington more 
than five years out of seven. However, 
as the Senate has adopted the War De- 
partment’s Tecommendations for the 
amendment of the Manchu law, this will 
all be worked out in the Conference Com- 


mittee. 
WAINWRIGHT’S FINE WORK 


The most important amendment adopted 
on the floor of the House was that pro- 
posed by Col. Wainwright. Col. Wain- 
wright handled the bill for the committee 
and did splendidly, although it was his 
first effort in this direction. 

The amendment after line 6 on page 4 
provides that— 

The appointment as Chief of Infan- 
try. of Cavalry, of Field Artillery, 
or of Coast Artillery, of an officer of 
a grade above that of colonel shall cre- 
ate a vacancy in such grade, but shall 
not deprive the officer so appointed 
of the commission he otherwise holds 
in the Army; provided, that the au- 
thorized total number of officers in 
the Army shall not be exceeded, and 
that no officer serving as chief of any 
branch shall while so serving be ap- 
pointed as a brigadier general. The 
President may at any time discharge 
the chef or any assstant chief of any 
branch from his office as such, and 
such officer when so discharged ghall 
resume the position he would have ic- 
cupied bu€ for his appointment as 
such chief or assistant chief. 


ATTACK ON WAR DEPARTMENT 


This amendment places the bureau 
chiefs of branches on the same status, as 
far as their appointment is concerned, as 
that of the Chief of Staff and Assistant 
Chief of Staff. It has been discussed for 
some time in the War Department and is 
strongly urged by Gen. Pershing. Sec. 38 
for the commissioning of Reserve officers 
Was adopted without any serious opposi- 
tion. It formed a vehicle for an attack 
on the policy of the War Department in 
the appointment of Reserve officers by 
Representative LaGuardia. He carried 
his attack so far that Representative Begg 
arose and defended the Department, de- 
claring that he feared that some of the 


candidates for the Reserve Corps were 
— disappointed candidates for  post- 
ULICesS, 


, Representative Black, supported by 
Representative Quinn of Mississippi, made 
a drive against Sec 9, providing that re- 
tired enlisted men*of the Regular Army 
Who held commissions as officers in the 
Army of the United States during the 
World War between April 6, 1917, and 
Nov. 11, 1918, shall be retired with the 
pay of warrant officers. Mr. Black moved 
to strike out this sectiqn, declaring that 
it would cost $120,000 annually. He 
launched into a general criticism of the 
Policy of the government, not only to re- 
tire Army and Navy officers, but civilian 


employees, He referred to the Bursum 
bill for the retirement of disabled emer- 
gency officers. 


On a rising vote the Black amendment 
Was defeated by 24 ayes and 34 nays. 
Then Mr. Quinn insisted on a roll call, 
and the result was 59 ayes and 217 nays. 


RETIREMENTS OF N.C.O. 


FIRST SERGT. GEORGE H. NEWMAN, 
24th Inf., U.S.A., was retired from active 
service at Fort Benning, Ga., April 16. He 
first enlisted in Troop D, 10th Cavalry, Jan. 
15, 1877, over forty years ago, and his sub- 
sequent service was performed in the 24th 
Infantry, 10th Cavairy, Army Service School, 
Army War College and General Staff College. 
He was last on duty with the 24th Infantry. 
Sergt. Newman served in the following expe- 
ditions, campaigns and battles: Apache cam- 
paign with Gen. Shafter, 1877; Starvation 
Rescue expedition for Capt. Nolan, Staked 
Plains, Texas, 1878; Victorio’ Campaign, Mes- 
calero Indians, 1880; uprising of Comanche 
and Kiowa Indians, 1881; Geronimo cam- 
paign, 1885 and 1886; capture of Chief Man- 
gus and his band, 1886; Spanish-American 
War, battle of San Juan Hill, including yel- 
low fever camp, Siboney, Cuba, 1898; World 
War, 1917 and 1918. A _ regimental review 
was tendered him on April 16, 1924. 


MASTER SERGT. ROBERT C. CALHOUN, 
Q.M.C., was placed on the retired list at 
Philadelphia, Pa., on April 17, 1924, upon 
the completion of thirty years’ active service. 
He first enlisted May 2. 1898, and served 


successively in the Ist Georgia Vol. Inf., 
13th, 2d and 29th Inf., U.S.A., and the Q.M. 
Corps, U.S.A. All of his discharges bear 
character ‘‘Excellent.’’ During nearly all of 
his service he was a N.C.O., attaining the 
rank of a post N.C.O. staff officer early in 
his military career. Sergt. Calhoun served 
throughout the Spanish-American War and the 
Philippine Insurrection; and during the World 
War as captain, Q.M.C., at Langres, France, 
and later as disbursing Q.M. of the 5th Di- 
vision. ‘‘His detail as an instructor at the 
Q.M. Corps School for the past four years,’’ 
says his C.O., ‘‘are further indications of his 
sterling worth and ability. In this duty his 
services have been of the highest character, 
bringing to him the commendation and good- 
will of his fellow members of the faculty and 
of the student personnel of the school.

organization he served in Cuba during the Span- 
ish-American War, and in the P.I, during the 
insurrection ‘to September, 1899, participating 
in the battle of El Caney and Santiago de Cuba 
and various skirmishes in the P.I. He re-en- 
listed in the Medical Department in April, 1900, 
and served therein to date of retirement; served 
in San Francisco during the fire and earth- 
quake, April, 1906, and on the Mexican border 
and in Mexico. He served in the World War 
in France, 1917-19. He has eight discharges, 
all with “character excellent.’”’ Master Sergt. 
Schulz has been on duty for the past four years 
in San Francisco, serving with credit under 
the several medical officers who have been in 
charge. Sergt. Schulz and family are making 
their home at 1456 Chestnut street, San Fran- 
cisco.
